HOW TO KEEP WELL

Scalp Inspections 


Curbing Ringworm 

Scalp examination for ring- 
worm via the Wood lamp is an 
old story for the majority of 
school children. Under this fil- 
tered ultraviolet light, infected 
hairs fluoresce bright green. 

Epidemics of tinia capitis, as 
the condition is called, have oc- 
curred in this country since 
1942. To prevent these out- 
breaks, public health authori- 
ties favor periodic examination 
of the hair and scalp of chil- 
dren under the age of puberty. 

Only by detecting and treat- 
ing victims of this highly con- 
tagious condition can it be 
kept under control. Parents 
are asked to notify the physi- 
cian whenever a child develops 
a scaly or bald patch on the 
the scalp. 

As a rule, there are one or 
more oval areas of fine scaling 
in which hairs are broken off 
close to the surface. This 
makes the spot appear bald but 
inspection reveals that some 
hair is present. Occasionally a 
barely perceptible patch of 
dandruff-like scaling exists. 


Ringworm of the scalp is 
caused by a variety of fungi. 
The most common is micro- 
sporum audouini. It is partial 
to humans in contrast to M. 
eanis, which also attacks cats 
and dogs. 

The most successful remedy 
is X ray, used in large enough 
doses to make the hair fall out 
temporarily. This procedure 
requires skill and experience 
and when done properly the 
cure rate is 48 per cent in 
three weeks. With other forms 
of therapy, more time is re- 
quired. 

Other plans include shaving 
the scalp, followed by the ap- 
plication of a fungicidal prepa- 
ration. This regimen calls for 
patience and co-operation; un- 
less the mother helps. the 
youngster every night, the in- 
fection will not clear up. Cur- 
rent favorites among the fun- 
gicides are salicylanilide, unde- 
cylenic acid, caprylic acid, pro- 
pionic acid, and the old reli- 
able—Whitfield’s ointment. The 
perfect agent has not yet been 
developed but hundreds of such 
products are being tested by 
our researchers.

“Cut” refers to the shape of 
the diamond and the process by 
which it is changed from. the 
rough to the faceted stone.
